CHICKEII FEATHERS, 

Some of the Uses to Which 
They Are Turned. 

Wbat Finally Becomes of the 
Covering OT Ducks, Geese 
and Turkeys. 

One turkey supplies more different 
grades of feathers than a season’s 
receipts of turkeys show different 
grades of turkeys. and although five 
cents a pound covers the range of 
difference in value of the toughest 
old tom turkeys and the plumpest 
young hen, the feathers sell at five 
cents a pound for the body of feath- 
ers up to 40 cents a pound for the 
fine tail feathers. 

Local poultry men, say.s the Indi- 
anapolis News, sort six to eight 
grades of turkey feathers and the 
buyers make even more assortment, 
the feathers being used for as many 
different purposes. The small body 
feathers, which are used for pillows 
and feather beds, are worth about 
five cents a pound for common mix- 
ed. White feathers are worth 
more, acconling to grade, bringing 
generally about three times the price 
paid for mixed feathers. 

The fine tail feathers used for 
dusters are kept separate and sell 
for about 40 cents a pound and the 
"skirt” feathers are worth nearly 
as much. The wing and “point” 
feathers are also carefully saved and 
sold to manufacturers of feather- 
bone. and the larger ones find their 
way to milliners, after being made 
over, cleaned and dyed. Some of 
the small feathers are ma le up into 
artificial bird breasts and tails that 
adorn countless bonnets. They may 
cau.se the bonnet owners a twinge of 
conscience for wearing such a bea- 
tiful bird when, in reality, they are 
wearing a bennet of cleverly arrang- 
ed chicken or turkey feathers. 

Duck feathers are worth about no 
cents a pound for white, to 5*J cents 
for mixed. Dealers say the princi- 
pal reason that goo.se and duck 
feathers are worth more than the 
finest turkey and chicken feathers is 
that, aside from being fiuffer, there 
is an absence of odor to them that 
cannot be overcome entirely in 
chicken and turkey feathers. The 
reason that white chicken and tur- 
key feathers are worth more than 
mixe<l, however, is that they are 
available for mixing with the better 
grades for pillows. 

Most of the chicken feathers go in 
the five to ten cents a pound class, to 
be used for cheap feather beds and 
pillows, the white feathers being 
saved separate bringing a goml 
premium over the mixed grades. 
Fine tail and wing feathers are saved 
separate, selling as high as forty 
cents. 

Feathers shipped from this market 
are iia,’kcd in bales of pounds or 
in six-foot sacks. The tail and wing 
feathers are usually packed in box- 
es and son.etimes tieii in neat bun- 
dle.s. 

Five chickens will give a pound of 
feathers, and with Indianapolis firms 
killing two to three thousands chick- 
ens a day for home consumption and 
shipment this market has nearly two 
tons o:' foaihers a week to sell. A 
week’s output can be packed in 20 
bah s. 4xoxd feet each, b-it if the 
feathers were left loose they would 
fill a house. 

A single carload of feathers ship- 
1 , e«l to Cincinnati the other day con- 
tainetl about six tons. They cost 
the shipper more than $l.htx). Cin- 
cinnati and Chicago are good buyers 
of all grades of feathers, most of 
the local shipments going to these 
cities.

In their “declaration of independ- 
ence,” framed at the beginning, in 
language imitating the famous De- 
claration of '76, the girls arraigned 
the hording houses for their most 
serious defects, declaring that they 
did not provide cream at breakfast, 
that they gave only one kind of veg- 
etable for dinner, that they failed to 
supply pickles for supper, and that 
biscuits and pies were always served 
cold. The girls have had hot pie 
and biscuits, pickles, cream and 
vegetables to their heart’s content, 
and are happy. 

The reason for their content, how- 
ever, they find in the maintenance 
of a “Book of Dislikes.” If one 
could not eat boiled salt pork, or 
tripe, or onions, or pigs’ knuckles, 
or boiled cabbage, or similar delica- 
cies, she wrote her dislike in the 
book; and when these things were 
j served, something else was provided 
I for the "disliker.” In this way in- 
dividuality of taste was respected, 
and one of the most serious obsta- 
I cles in the way of the success of ce- 
o[)erative housekeeping was remov- 
I ed. The invention of the Book of 
Dislikes was a stroke of genius.

War on Mosquitoes. 

The director of the Breslau, Ger- 
many, hygienic institute has an- 
nounced the results of his mosquito 
war experiments. The first object 
was to destroy egg-bearing females, 
which were found in large numbers 
in Breslau cellars. Fumigation was 
u.ied, and the number falling on the 
paiiers placed on the floors often ran 
up to over 2, POO mosquitoes. For 
destroying the larvae in pools of 
water fifty grains of “larvicide” was 
put into a cubic meter of water and 
t>uured into the pool. This kills all 
the larvae within half an hour, but 
di>es not harm fmgs and fish. To 
destroy the pupae is another ques- 
tion which will receive attention 
from now on. Breslau seems to be 
the first city in Europe to wage a 
systematic war against this plague, 
land other German cities suffering 
from mosquitoes are preparing to 
imitate their plans.

I The coal .situation in Owensboro 
is becoming acute says the Owens- 
boro Mes-senger. The railroads, fear- 
ing a prolonged strike of the min- 
ers are beginning to take all coal 
they can get. This coal is being 
stored so that in the event of a 
strike the railroad.s will not suffer 
to any great extent. 

However, the indentions are that 
if the cold weather continues much 
longer the Owensboro manufactures 
will liegin to suffer. Already there 
is some little comitlaint from the 
manufacturers that they cannot get 
sufKcient coal. The retail dealers 
are being rusheti night and day till- 
ing the coal bins at the residence 
alMiut Owensboro. Many of the re- 
tail dealers are behind in their or- 
tiers and some of them, holding over 
their customers until the railroadty 
get ready to let them have coal from j 
the railroad mines. | 

One of the largest plants in owons- j 
boro has been anticipating the strike 
and has laid in a large supply of coal. 
Others have not been so fortunate 
and are making arrangements to get 
coal in case there is a strike. 

The price of coal has not advanced 
recently, but the local dealers say 
they arc expecting an advance any 
day. If it were not for the county 
mines it is believed that the price of 
coal in Oweneboro would be at rec- 
ord breaking figures.

lature. It is now up to him to ex- 
plain what the rest of the $400 rep- 
resented. 

The special session of the Ken- 
tucky Legislature came to an end 
Monday, ‘after paswing the Rectifi- 
ers’ Bill fixing a tax of li cents per 
gallon on all spirits manufacturetl in 
the State, for the purpose of brand- 
ing. The se.ssion will cost the tax 
payers $15,000, for what might as 
well have been done at the regular 
meeting. The closing hours were 
full of strife, accusations, and abuse. 

The Philippine Tariff Bill which 
has been killed in Senate committee, 
would have worked great harm to j 
our tobacco industry. It provided ' 
for a reduction of duty of 25 per , 
cent on tobacco, sugar and rice im- ! 
port«t from the Philippines. In the | 
House, it was supported by every 
Democratic member from Kentucky, | 
and yet they pn'tend to be friends , 
of the farmer.

MISS PRUDiE FORD. 

Last week Hartford was the scene 
of an awful tragedy. The suicide 
of Miss Ford was pathetic beyond 
expre.ssion, and stirred the hearts 
of our people more than anything 
which has ever occurred here. Al- 
most every day we read of deed.s of 
desperation in the great cities, al- 
ways far away. Here it was b»«yght 
home to us. When it was known 
that the young lady was in the river, 
hundreds of willing hands were 
ready to search for her bedy. 
Through the darkness of night, and 
I biting cold sleet, the .search was 
I maintained by school boys, lawyers, 

! doctors, bankers, laborers, men in 
every walk of life, at the imminent 
! risk of their own lives. The same 
I hands would have been gladly ex- 
tended to a.ssist the poor girl in life, 

I had the anguish of her soul been 
^ known. When, on .Satunlay morn- 
; ing, the body was found, tender 
hands of fair women administered 
I and prepared it for burial. 

I A large mass meeting was held at 
the Court Hall and in a few mo- 
I ments money was contributed to 
I pay every dollar 01 the expense in- 
I cident to a beautiful funeral. 

In this connection, we wish to 
correct an erroneous impressitn 
which has gone out, partly on ac- 
, count of misquotation of the letter 
written by Miss Ford to her parents. 
In this letter, she is made t* say, 

I by some papers, that Me.ssrs. De- 
Wee.se, Woodward and Midkiff call- 
ed her to the Court House and “ac- 
cuseil” her of theft. When, in fact 
I the letter says, they informed her 
that Mrs. Collins had accused her. 
These gentlemen all .«ay that, in 
what they did, they were actuated 
by the be.st motives. They di<i not 
threaten or intiniiilate the girl in 
a ly manner. I'p in the contrary, 
a t' r hearing her declaration of in- 
nocence, they assured her of iheir 



contir.v.e<I friendship and that she 
need not fear the outcome. On the 
way to the Superintendent’s office 
she told Mr. Midkiff she already 
knew of the charges against her. 
This was at noon. She had evident- 
ly already contemplated suicide, as 
the evidence of Ernest Fields before 
the Coroner’s jury, was that he sold 
her ar.senic that morning between 7 
and 8 o’clock. Up to that time De- 
Weese and Midkiff were the only 
men in Hartford, except Prof. Gray, 
who had given her material aid in 
her struggle to gain her life’s ambi- 
tion. DeWeese had recommended 
her to Prof. Gray as a worthy girl 
who had graduated in the common 
school course and one ambitious for 
a higher education. She had gone 
to him only a few days before with 
her troubles, when she had no place 
1 1* board and he had exerted him- 
I self in her behalf. He sympathized 
I with her from the first and all the 
time. It is inconceivable that it 
could have been otherwise. He had 
known what it was to struggle 
against adversity, in an effort to ob- 
tain an education, when left a fath- 
erless boy. 

No one. who knows big hearted 
Oscar Midkiff, would believe he ever 
uttered an unkind word upon that 
occasion. He had taken her into his 
home, when she had no place to go, 
and had told her not to worry about 
the pay. .she could settle when .she 
taught school. He had bought a b«I 
for her and to see her through, 
would have divided hia last crumb. 

County Attorney Woodwani had 
been called in consultation, merely 
in an advisory capacity, and did 
nothing, except to hear her state- 
ment, and advise that she commun- 
icate with her father in regard to 
the charges, assuring her that no 
prosecution would be suffered in the 
meantime. All who have the good 
fortune to know Ernest WtxidwanI, 
as the writer has all his life, will 
testify that he is kind and gentle in 
his contact with everyone. He is 
the very last man who would threat- 
en or attempt to break the spirit ot 
a defencele.ss girl. 

The letters which this brave and 
beautiful girl left behind show hen 
to have been a proud spirit. Just 
such an one as couhl have beei 
moulded into the highest type o. 
womanhood. She had child-lik» 
faith in God. She wiil rest seturi 
from the heart aches of life in th» 
"sweet” .sleep of death which shi 
sought in that ‘ Igiur.’’

Hylv**ster's "tinest" to a Wash- 
ington Star rejHtrter on I’eiiiisyl- 
vauia avetiue. "In the first place," 
he saiil, “so many js*rsous who 
hav«> ]M‘t dogs think about as 
uiiich of them as they tio of their 
chihlreii, and it is therefore no 
more than natural that th«-y 
should become itimet and aiixioua 
when their canities disappear. 
Then again, such persons are tin 
reiisonabh* in their demands w heti 
they call upon us for assistance. 
They do not stop at reijuesting u* 
to do impossibilities, but really 
think w»* ought to devote as titiich 
time to huntitig a dog as ive would 
be exjM'cted to sjielld ill ailelTort to 
hicate a lost child, murderer or |K*r- 
i(>u who hiid committed some oth- 
er serious criiin*. 

“I recall an instance in which o 
woinan who had lost her pet ca 
nine s|M‘iit iiiaiiy nights about the 
stretds with the police playing de- 
tective. Kvery time she would 
hear a <log in a house she imagined 
it was her |s‘t and wanted search 
made iinni<‘diately. The woman's 
conduct was that of ti mother who 
had h»st her favorite chihl, and. 
despite the fact that it was tiiily 
a lost dog. I felt sorry for her. She 
Qiiully thought she would like tt» 
have a search made of every ytml 
in thi> city and was not willing to 
withdraw her retpiest until she 
was itiforiiH‘d that such a search 
would nec«*ssitate the swearing 
out of about 70,0(10 warriiuts. 

“But tin* ilog came back." con- 
tinu<‘d the iioliceman. “The own 
er had abtiiit mtclied the conclii 
sion that the dog was di*ad or hatl 
bt*en ship|M‘d away from the city 
and was seated on her front door- 
step lute at night when along 
lutiie the jM‘t. The dog wtis 
hardly in a condition to be rei-og 
niz<‘d, but th»* iiiiiil and grease 
(hat had caused so gretit a change 
in its aitpearauce had not caused 
the |K-t any loss »»f memory, and 
when his mistress litid rectignized 
him a warm reception followitl.

Trunk. 

Wt* wondered about it till we 
found a local jruide-book \*’ith the 
exylanation. It seems this Nusch by 
his famous drink saved the town 
several centuries aRO. He was a 
Senate and a sun of the inkeeper of 
the R itherHahn (Red Cock), which 
is still standinir a little wayj^down 
I the street here. Many of the inns 
I are hundr(*ds of years old and are 
run under the srme names they have 
always borne. Well durinir the wars 
i of the Reformation this was a pro- 
I testant town and was beseiijed and 
taken hy Tilly after a spirited nsis- 
I tance. Me entered the place follow- 
ed by his train and proceeded to the 
\ Ruthus where the Hurjfermister and 
and the Senators were a-ssembled 
and in the barbarous style of those 
d.iys ordered that they all be behead- 
ed. Then there was such wailinjf 
and entreaties from the wives and 
children and towhpeople that he fi- 
nally said he wauld be content with 
the death of four but the rest would 
not listen to this and said all of them 
or none, or somethinKto that olfect, 
and the Hurirermeister was sent off 
to iret the executioner. At lenjrth 
when everythinK was in a Kreat up- 
roar. Tilly calli*d for drinks and a 
trembling barmaid brouKht him a 
threat stirru|»-cup of Tauber wine; he 
drank from it an 1 passed it on to 
some of his men and still it wasn’t 
emptied when suddenly struck hy its 
size and l>ein)f in a better humor 
from the wine he said in jest. 

"If any man of you can empty this 
full cup at one drauKbt I will show 
mercy and spare the town." 

At this all the people stood and 
started nut one darinR to undertake 
it (the cup help three quarts) until 
Nusch^thinking that would, at least, 
be the pleasanter death, and proba-' 
lily used to drinkinifu Kreat deal, 
said he would try it. Kverybody 
was breathless with suspense fearinR 
he W(«uld out before emptyini; 
the cup, hut on ami on he went till 
the last drop was drained. He had 
only strenjfth enough left to hand 
the cup to Tilly and say: "Thy pro- 

mise," when he fell fainting to the 
ground. He recovered in a few 
days however an<l lived to bo eighty. I 
And Tdly kept his word .

There is a great hope for the fu- 
ture development of bridges in that 
there seems to be a tendency among 
financiers more closely to consider 
the (|ut*stion of maintainance as re- 
late.s to original cost in large con- 
struction enterprises and this will 
unquestionable induce them to build 
mure largely on stone and brick 
than has been the case until this 
generation. 

in the construction of the stone 
bridges, tlie Romans were the first 
great builders. Bridge building was 
in fact one of the most interesting 
problems they had to solve. In ar- 
chitecture and construction, they 
are indeed a most original and ar 
tistic peoide; too little appreciatwl 
and studied by mislern Anglo-.Sax- 
ons. They were the forerunners of 
our present construction. Until 
their time the (Ire**ks iiad reached 
tliat measure of jierfection now so 
much considered, and theirs was the 
culmination of the slow artistic de- 
velopment through the ages. The 
Romans, however, had pre.s»*nted to 
them untriisl problems to be solved 
v^hich called for new mcthiMls of 
construction, and of these the bridge 
or uqutsluct was one of the most in- 
teri>sting. They were practically 
the first |K*ople to us»* the prineijile 
of the arch and voussoirconstruction 
The use of the areli principle, while 
sometimes attributed totlu*rhiiu*se, 
was praetically unknown to the an- 
cients of the western civilization un- 
til the iioman conqUMt. It has been 
contended that the idea of the arch 
principle was first evolvetl by the 
Ktruscans; if this is true, it isinde<Hi 
coming near to Rome. 

Such wonderful bridges us the one 
built by Caesar Augustus at Rimini 
or the Pont du (lard, the great 
u'lueduct situated about twenty 
miles from Nimes built across the 
ri\er Hard and attributed to Agrip- 
pa. the bridge of St. Augustus at 
Rome started by Adrian, and many 
others Um> numerous to mention have 
scarcely ever been a jieriod between 
this time and the twelfth century 
when few bridges of the importance 
were built, and it was between the 
years 1 178 and 1188 that^he famous 
bridge of St. Renezet at Avignon • 
was iiuilt.
